by which, fays the Gentleman, you may tee what 
Diicouragements any Body labours under, who 
would difcover the Corruption of the Times. 

Obj. \€ it.be fo, Roger, ‘tis Pity but thofe who 
connive at fuch Frauds, fhould be fo ferv'd every 
Year. In my Opinion, they who countenance fuch 
Practices, are equally guilty with the Criminals 
themfelves. He that would abufe the Authority of 
the Queen and Parliament in fuch a Manner, could 
mever deierve a Commiilion in the Trainbands ; 
for a Man who would put fuch a Cheat upon his 
Fellow Subjects, was more like to be a Rapparce 
and a Piunderer, than to draw his Sword in De- 
fence of Englifb Liberties: But fince People will
